The theory th a t there should be an 
educational qualification for voters is 
one th a t has m any champions.

say th a t states having such laws have 
taken a long step tow ard reform ing 
elections.

Maryland election bill,

passed in southern states, for

“ ‘According to the policy 
of

president, there will be very few new 
appointments, and the understanding 
is that where a worthy official
